3* Specific iteras of intelligence and counterintelligence 
inpo'rt affecting responsibilities of lAC cc®®ionents under MSCID 12 
will oe brou^it to your attention as r^idly as it is feasible to 
do so.

1 will leave it to tiioee chai*Bed witii resotosibility 
of Bcx^niag to laxdi cnit with those in tljs State Oeperts^nt otmeerned, 
the forms and aeth.odl8 mpptoptlaAJs. to an ea^podltious laatually 
satisfactory notification to the Departiaertt of those iaaterials we 
re^^^ard of sensitive counterintelligenee is^gKnrtsose. ite emeaeration 
by frames of items of coujiteriartelli^jnce sensitivity in tiie containers 
tlius far examined idiich fsre now ponding release to tL^e public daasin 
will lie provided to tiie fepartoant dxiring t‘»ie coiaing racaatix.

I iesire of eovirse to fore- 
stall thi# raeult. TLe criteria of iiftMt cowatitutes ioeoaents of 
a sensitt'^ ccwHaterinteiligence are xsat defiasd by those 

charged with tha current Cl screaning iprogrtia so aa to include tlte 
g^ierality of i»olltical intellleeiwe rnq?<art3, 1 Sj« criteria are as 
foliows: 

a* A priority iaigiOrtance is given to dommeats 
which Identify Soviet iMMLU^oee p^sonalltles, events 
or eosrtaots and which «g« cwraceinaed with Soviet Intelli- 
eeme ci^ersMons, tMs claadestiae activity of 

coffliuadLst parties mtd. ccBssainlst party peracamel. 

b. Soccmdarlly^ we are concoriissd witii identification 
of Oennan intcdllgeme perscncMl, Qermti intelligence 
agents and German OEmwtions; In particular, Genaan 
panetmtlons of soviet operatHnui and the ci^raticns of 
oilier mtioiMil i»telli.@ea©e services or agencies, iaclisilng 
the united States. And finally, w« are ccsjc^orned with tlio 
identifieatlossL of intelligence personml «md opesaticKis of 
all other natlcoa. 

X can asswe you therefore that the AgaB®y*e specification of laaterials 
of ccKmtcrintelllgence interest and sttemdant reoaEsaendation that such 
waterlalB not be releMCd to the puttlie dciaaln will reflect, lii every 
instance, studied cemeideratim). 

fne frames cited in parafpri^h 5 of my jEasaorandtra of 2h Jijtly 
1957 eeco specific lHustratloua of tlxe kiM ctf laatcrial I 'uave 
described above. I agree with your observation that such iSasufflentB 
are relatively few in tm&mff* 1 aust underline the fact ttmt this 
Agency'* cciw^rn la viMi trems rather whole reels. I mi certain 
tlat it win be possible fm* the i>ep^tiaeat to find the |HPos>er forrsula 
in carrying out custodial retapcaasibllities under WKJH5 12 as fear as 
tisose iteuBi are ccBacetned, in a way wfiich will be cemsistent with tJiC 
broad requirctaeats of liiatoriana for eccese to the bulk of the asaterial. 

u. You aentlcn in your mecaoma&m timt tliese cc^tuxed Genian 
Foreign Office doctsassta were extensively esqploited f<ar United States 
Intelligence purposes in tiie yeare issaadiately following tiie war. 

Wfiilc this atataaent «ay be tecdmically iw:ctir«te, it does 2iot in w 
opinion represent a c« 30 ^ 1 ete statement of the pr^las. Wiat exploita- 
tion was mt&s of tlMse mteriale idter the war wa* never directed to 
ifeiited States cwanteriatelligeiice purposes end except in tiie lliaited 
context of the SFurenberg proceedings these mterials iuave not been 
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to the records and indices ludntelRed by the loaifidsera of 
the IsteULigwoee riTiiiuiii ij elwrged id.th counterlistelXigence 
rcBpQMiMiities.
